ORANGE JELLY PRESERVE. 
Wash and grate the rind of some or- 
anges; cut the oranges in halves and 
squeeze the juice into a basin; put the 
pulps into a basin, allowing one quart 
of water to a pound of fruit and boll 
~for-an~heur-or.-until..the.water. is re- 
duced one-half, Cool a little, then add 
the juice and strain all through a cloth, 
To every pint of liquor add a pound of 
Joaf sugar. Boil fast for twenty min- 
utes, skimming well all the time. Put 
into tumblers,and when cool pour melted 
parafine candle over it. This will prove 

an excellent way to cover all jellies. 


SWAN'S NEST PUDDING. 

Put a quart of milk to boil in a sauce- 
pan... Separate the.yolks and whites of 
three eggs and beat the whites to a stiff 
froth with one-half cup of powdered su- 
gar; drop large egg-shaped spoonful of 
this into the boiling milk and cook two 
minutes. 
bowl some candied orange peel in the 
form of a nest and put in the eggs. To 
the yolks add a tablesponful! of corn- 
starch, alittle cold milk, flavor with 
orange and thicken over the fire, but do 
not boil. Pour this over the nest. 


SPIDER, CAKE. 

One and two-thirds cupfuls of In- 
dian meal, one-third cupful of flour, 
two eggs, one-third cupful of sugar, 
oOhe cupful of sweet milk, one cupful of 
sour milk,. with one teaspoonful of soda 
stirred into it; mix and turn into a hot 
spider in Which a piece of butter has 
been melted. Pour into the centre slow- 
ly one cupful of sweet milk, not stirring 
at.all. Buke half.an.hour. 

COCOANUT PIE. 

One-half cup butter, one and one-half 
cups white sugar, yolks of four eggs and 
one whole'egg, one-half cup sweet milk, 
cne-half teaspoonful of soda, one tea- 
spoonful cream-tartar, two cups flour. 
Bake in thin pie pans. After beating the 
whites of the eggs to a stiff froth, stir in 
a cupful of sugar and a‘cupful of grated 
cocoanut. Put this between the layers 
of cake. Frosting improves it. 


BLANC MANGE. 

Soak one-third of a cup of Irish moss 
fifteen minutes in enough cold water to 
cover it. Drain, pick over and add it to 
four cups of: milk, and cook ina double 
boiler half an hour. Add one-quarter of

Heat three gills of milk with a dessert 
spoonful of butter in it, beat thoroughly 
four or five eggs, wet a tablespoonful 
of flour and a teaspoonful of salt in a 
little cold milk. Mix the eggs with the 
flour_and cold milk, then add the hot 
milk, stirring fast. Bake in a quick 
oven fifteen or twenty minutes. 


GERMAN TOAST. 

Cut into slices a loaf of bakers’ bread, 
soak them ten or fifteen minutes in @ 
pint of milk, two eggs and a little salt, 
fry in equal parts of lard and butter till 
they are a light brown on both sides. 
This dish ig quickly prepared for a 
dessert and may be eaten with a pud- 
ding sauce, 

CHILDREN'S SCHOOL-LUNCHES. 

Youth is the period characterized by 
the growth: of every part of the body.

TOO EASY TO. LEARN: 

By Marion Harland 

I have written once, and yet again— 
always earnestly, never hopefully—ot 
certain domestic tasks which are con- 
sidered by teachef and pupil in practical 
housewifery as too easy to waste time 
in learning. The rawest of “gréénhorns”™ 
who demands good wages for bad house- 
work resents the attempt to instruct her 
in the right method of washing dishes, 
and would flout the idea that she does 
not _know how to make a cup of tea, or 
to dust a room, how to toast a slice of 
bread, or to boil a potato. 

Yet, where we have one maid (or mis- 
tress, elther, for that matter,) who can 
do all of these things properly, we have 
a. thousand who never do any of them 
passably well: I -have-ceen.many.a_pro- 
fessional cook whose tea was flat, or 
“herby,” whose toast was'either bitter 
or tough, and whose potatoes were waxy. 
Brains and refinement count foe more in 
the manner of treating the despised: 
quintette of duties than in any, and 
every branch, of what is known as fancy 
cookery. rt Me 

Personally, I do not favor the appear- 
ance o7 potatoes, in one form or another, 
upon thetablethree-hundred-and-sixty- 
five days in the year, Tosome stomachs 
the much-bepraised new potato is an 
active poison, while everybody, except a 
few thoughtful dieticians, greatly over- 
rates its value as a staple of daily food. 
My business, now and here, is to try to 
leseen the risks of eating this vegatable,

more agreeable to the taste, as well as 
more manageable by the digestive or- 
gans, thar are accomplished by the 
average “ab. I prophecy, before enter- 
ing upon the pleasant task, that my arti- 
cle will be read to the end, and the sim- 
plicity of the rules herein laid down will 
be fully appreciated by nome except 
those who are already sufficiently edu- 
cated in culinary arts to be willing to be 
taught a great deal more. The smattered 
and the sloven will hold on their way in 
sneering complacency. They are not 
teachable, at, their_time of life, and in 
their grade of proficiency, in such an 
everyday business as 
HOW TO BOIL POTATOES. 

Select those qf uniform size. Wash 
well, cover deep with bolling water, a 
little salted, and cook as fast as a good 
fire can make water boil. In twenty-five 
minutes, stick a fork into the largest. If 
it goes in easily, drain off all the water, 
scatter salt lightly over the potatoes, 
and set the pot containing them at the 
back of the range to dry them off. In 
three or four minutes send to table in an 
open vegetabie dish lined with a napkin, 
folded lightly over the potatoes. Eat 
hot. 

OR 

If you wish to serve without the ‘‘jJack- 
ets,” peel them very thin. The best meali- 
ness of a potato lies just under the skin. 
The aforesaid sloven, or smattered cook, 
Slashes away at it, wastefully, intent 
only upon getting a disagreeable job 
done. Wash the potatoes, lay in cold 
water half,an hour to draw out the rank 
juices; wipe, and cover deep with boil- 
ing water, salted. Proceed as directed 
in the last recipe. Cook fast, dry off well, 
and serve at once. 

WHIPPED (OTHERWISE MASHED) 
POTATOES. 

Prepare as for serving whole—never 
forgetting to peel them thin. When done 
and dry,-beat.up in the hot pot witha 
wire egg-whip or two forks, until mealy 
and light. Then whip in for three cup- 
fuls of potatoes a cupful of hot milk in 
which nearly a tablespoonful of butter 
has been melted, and beat to a cream. 
The crying sin of mashed potatoes as 
usually es rved is that they are too stiff. 
They stick to the teeth and clog the coat 
of the stomach. Yours, when beaten 
enough, should look like whipped cream, 
or meringue, and be just able to stand 
alone when heaped irregularly in a hot, 
deep dish. 

BAKED POTATOES WITH CODFISH. 

Choose large, smooth potatoes, wash, 
bake whole, cut cap from top of each, 
and, while hot, scoop out as much of the 
the insides as will come away without 
tearing the skin. . Work what you have 
taken out into an equal quantity of 
“picked” codfish (soaked and boiled); 
beat, light with a little hot mii« and 
butter, season with pepper and a dash 
of onion juice; put back into the skins, 
fit on the caps, and set in the oven until 
very hot. Serve in the skins. 

BROWNED HASHED POTATOES. 

Peel and cut into dice, less’ than half 
an inch square, Boil until tender, but 
not until théy break, in hot, salted water. 
Drain dry and fill a greased pudding 
dish with the dice. Pour in then a 
good cupful of hot milk in which has 
been stirred a tablespoonful of butter 
rubbed into one of flour. Season with 
salt and pepper, and, if you like, a little 
minced parsley, Bake in a quick oven 
until lightly browned. Serve in the 
pudding dish. _

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ECORD BREAKING BLIZZARD. 
: Ptah Anahi 
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Winter Begins with s Big November Snow- 
storm. High Wind Causes a Havoc, 


The blizzard which swept over New 
England Saturday and. Sunday was felt 
in Andover in all its fury. Snow began 
tofallearly Saturday evening and con- 
tinued, ceasing only at brief intervals 
until late Sunday night. 

The wind blew 4 hurricane all Satur- 
day night and Sunday. It lessened its 
violence: somewhat Sunday afternoon 
but resumed its force again at night. 

The snow was piled up in huge drifts 
in all parts of the town. 

The bigh wind tore a blind from 
Mooers E. White’s house and burled it 
against a plate glass window in Smith & 
Manning's store. The giass was shat 
tered and some goods in the show win- 
dow destroyed. , ; 

On Salem Street a fire alarm wire was 
blown down and the system was other 
wise affected. The Western Union Tele- 
graph wires we e down so that commun:- 
cation from other points was cut off. 

The street cars were blocked Saturday 
night and none ran to Andover Sunday. 
A plow came over from Lawrence but 
could not get back. Thecars ran to the 
square Monday noon and by 2 o'clock 
had reached the bill. 

The storm was one of the worst, if not 
the'worst, which has ever visited And- 
over in November. About one foot of 
snow fell, but it was piled into drifts 
many feet deep by the wind which blew 
atthe rate of 50. miles an hour. The 
Boston Sunday newspapers arrived only 
a little later than usual, but could pot be 
delivered as the streets were practically 
impassible. The New York newspapers 
did not arrive at all. 

The work of breaking out the streets 
was not begun nntil Monday morning as 
spow continued w fall nearly all day Sun-

treet Commissioner Chandler bas 
made fair progress in breaking out the 
streets and the sidewalks. Many huge 
drifts have been encountered. A large 
force of men and many teams were em- 
ployed.

__Horses in Battle. _ 


(From the Buffalo World.) 
__.A veteran cavalry horse partakes of 


the hopes and fears Of battle just-the 
same as his rider. As the column swings 


into line and waits the horse grows ner- 
vous over the waiting. If the wait is 
Spun out, he will tremble and sweat 
and grow apprehensive. If he has been 
six months in service he knows every 
bugle call. As the call comes to advance 
the rider can feel him working at the 
bit with his tongue to get it between 
his teeth. Ag he moves out he will 
either seek to get on faster than he 
should or bolt.. He cannot bolt, how- 
ever.” The lines will carry him forward, 
and after a minute he will grin, lay 
back his ears, and one can feel his sud- 
den resolve to brave the worst and have 
done with it as soon as possible. 

A man seldom cries out when hit in 
the sudden turmoil of battle, It is the 
same with a horse. Five tréopers out 
of six, When struck with a bullet, are 
out of their saddles within a minute. 
If hit in the breast or shoulder, up go 
their hands and they get a heavy fall; 
if in the leg or foot or arm, they fall 
forward or roll off. Even with a foot 
cut off by a jagged piece of shell a | 
horse will not drop. It is only when 
shot through theahead or heart that 4 
horses comes down. He may be fatally 
wounded, but hobbles out of the fight 
to right or left, and stands with droop- 
ing head until loss of blood brings him 


jdown. The horse that loses his rider 


and is unwounded himself will con- 
tinue to run with his set of fours until 
some movement throws him out. Then 
he goes galloping here and there, neigh- 
ing with fear and alarm; but he will not 
leave the fleld. In his racing about he 
may get among the dead and wounded, 
but he will dodge them if possible, and, 
in any case, leap over them. When he 
has come upon three or ‘four other 
riderless steeds, they fall in and keep 
together, as if for mutual protection, 
and the “rally” on the bugle may bring 
the whole of them into ranks in a body.

The Weight of Osmium. 


The heaviest thing in the world is 
the _metal asmium, the bluish-white 
metal with violet lustre, which Mr, 
Smithson Tennant discovered 90 years 
ago in the residue from dissloved plat- 
inum ores. This metal has a specific 
gravity of 22.477, that of gold being 
19.265, lead 11.367, iron 7.79, and lithium, 
the lightest, only 0.594. The French 
chemist Joly, detehriined-that-osmium 
is likewise the mest-infusible of met- 
als. It cayld never be made,to yield to 
the oxyhy n » Which makes 
platinum and irfidium run like water. 
But Joly has been subjecting osmium 
to the exclusive high temperature of the 
electric arc which Mogssian has of late 
employed successfully in the manufac- 
ture of diamonds. 

Under this fierce heat the rare metal, 
ruthenium, which use to be deemed. all 
but infusible, readily melts. But os- 
mium remains refactory, there being 
apparent only the faintest trace of fu- 
sion. On this account osmimu cannot 
be prepared in sufficient quantity to 
make it very useful in the arts, But its 
alloy with irridium, which defies the 
acids, is of some value, nothing better 
having been found wherewith to tip 
gold pens. Being non-magnetic, its em- 
ployment for the bearings of the marin- 
er’s compass has been advotated,

REV. JOHN 8. COLBY. 


Rev. John 8. Colby, formerly of Lowell, 
where he was connected with the Vox 
Populi, died on Saturday night at Abbot, 
Me, where he had been removed~fronr 
Des Moines, Iowa. 

Shortly after 1870 he became editor of 
the Vox Populi and remained with that 
paper until nearly ten years ago, when 
he entered the Andover Thevlogical Sem- 
inary and aiter two years he graduated 
ana became pastor of a Congregational 
church at Marlborough, N. H., where he 
accepted a call to Des Moines. His 
health began to fail six months ago. He 
was 45 years of age. : 

Rev. Mr. Colby sessed considerable 
literary ability. e wrote and read at 
the semi-centennijal celebration of the in- 
corporation of the pri hott pe nap 
March, tT; -1876;a-poem.__of decic merit; 
and since that time he had been valled 
upon on special occasions in Lowell and 
elsewhere, for. literary contributions, 
which have been received ‘with compli- 
mentary expressions. Mr. Colby was 
for two years a member of the school 
committee, and he succeeded the late 
Daniel S. Richardson as @ member of the 
board of trustees of the state insane 
asylum at Danvers, but resigned on leav- 
ing,the state. 

The Lowell Courier pays the following 
tribute to Rev. Mr. Colby: “‘Perhaps you 
did not know-the Rev. John S. Colby; 
you are fortunate if you did. To know 
him was to love him:-he was so kind and 
thoughtful, delicate as a woman and ten 
der: ahd strong: as a Hercules) As a 
newspaper man he lived in the respect of 
his fellows and was honored as one 
whose aims in life were high and sincere.

What days those were and 
what souls made them hapyy: Wood and 
Quihn and Owédn and’ Clase’ and: Colby, 
manly men allof them and a credit to 
their profession.

In these articles we have considere6 
practically all-the essentials df a dinner’ 
exeept the é¢ake, ‘ice! créam ant other 
ices that the fair sex so dote upon. Ice 
cream is-certainly a pleasing addition . 
to a dinner and in these days, when ev- 
eryone can own a freezer at 90 small an 
expense, it has ceased to be a luxury 
that cannot be afforded upon the average 
table. If you like to live well, buy @ 
freezer, and a little elbow grease, fur- 
nished by the man of the house, will do 
the rest—after you have prepared the. 
ingredients, } 

But if you have ice cream, you must 
have cake, and if it will not be too 
presumptuous for a man to discourse on_ 
cake making, I desire to give you some, 
suggestions that will repay you for the 
reading. Cake makinig is an art, and 
good results can only be obtained by 
following certain conditions, The first 
essential is a good oven with a fire that 
will furnish a steady heat, While some 
cake requires a quicker oven than others, 
all demand a steady oven. Be sure then 
to attend to your fire, get the oven just 
as you want it, so you will not have to 
put on coal when the cake is baking. 


| An oven too hot burns the top of the 


cake, one not hot-and quick enough 
makes the cake soggy. 

One word about preparing your cake 
tins, Grease them with fresh lard (for 
cake made: with butter—with butter if 
for sponge cake) dredge over a little 
flour, and then shake all off that will 
come off readily, . 

As butter and eggs are essential in- 
gredients of nearly all cake Ll’wish to 
call special attention to their use. As 
pointer number one, let me suggest’ that 
these ingredients, and all others used 
in cake making, should be mixed in a 
crock or bow! and never in tin. No good 
cake maker uses tin for mixing. Next 
in using butter it must be warmed, but 


only slightly (not melted), for if it melts 


you will not havé good cake:>~This-mis-- 
take is one of the most common of in- 
experienced Cooks, 

The eggs are the backbone of the cake. 
They must be fresh. Stale eggs would 
ruin your best endeavors, The beating 
of the eggs properly is important, and 
can only be done by. beating whites and 
yolks separately. Your cake spoon 
should be of wire or one with slits in the 
bowl. Place whites in the bowl, beat to 
a foam (you can hardly overdo this). 
Then beat yolks as thoroughly as the 
whites, and pour together, 

I have been very. explicit in pointing 
out the above rules, for upon them your 
suceess..in.cake making lies.

-the.oven and turn upside down on clean 


white paper on the shelf, caké box or]™ 


a clean board which is a trifle at least 
larger than the cake. As a precaution 
it is well to run a knife around the cake 
before turning out, so as to be sure it 
comes out intact. 

Of recipes for cake there are legion, 
but I wish especially to commend those 
which follow this number of Good Cook- 
ery as worthy of a trial. They are all 
tried recipes, not expensive and cannot 
fail to please, 

I will, however, venture to suggest 
my method of making chocolate frosting. 
Beat the whites of two eggs to a froth 
@dd one and one-half cups powdered 
sugar and five tablespoonfuls grated or 
scraped, unsweetened chocolate and a 
few drops extract of vanila. As soon 
as you turn your loaf out of the tin put 
on the frosting with a silver knife (hav- 
mg. a-dipper of not water fn which’ to 
heat the knife), smooth and smooth the 
frosting till the chocolate is all melted 
and frosting well distributed on both 
top and sides. Then put at once into the 
cake box. :

Mistakes of the War. 


The members of Co, F, 9th Massa- 
chusetts have been mustered out of the 
service of the United States and are 
therefore at liberty to give their views 


regarding the campaign in Cuba and 
the treatment of the soldiers. 

The boys have little to say however, 
by way of complaint, but there are few 
of them who would want to undergo 
such hardships again. They took their 
troubles. philosophically and though 
many of them were stricken with feverr 
and suffered in hospitals for weeks, 
there are none who will come out flat- 
footed and score the administration for 
the incompetency with which it has 
been charged. The boys feel that they 
could have been treated better and that 
they suffered unnecessary hardships, 
but they realize that to go from the 
store or the shop or the mill to a for- 
eign land, from a comfortable home to 
a camp, meant a change of conditions, 
which could not be met without under- 
going vicissitudes to which none of 
them were accustomed. 

In a word, the men of Comp&ny F 
are not grumblers. They have their 
tales of woe, but they do not herald 
them abroad. 

They are able however to call atten- 
tion to several matters which show that 
there is something wrong somewhere, 
unless the boys are much mistaken. 

Red tape, in their’ opinion is the 
cause of much of the dissatisfaction 
which-has_arisen from the conduct of 
the war. They are effected by some-of 
it. 

For instance, one member of Com- 
pany F, says that before leaving Cuba 
the boys were ordered to destroy their 
uniforms to prevent ‘their bringing 
fever germs to this country. They were 
supplied with new uniforms by the gov- 
ernment. What was their surprise to 
find when they were mustered out and 
paid off the other day, that each man 
had $15 charged to his account to re- 
imburse the government, for the uni- 
form, svhether he had received it or 
not. As a result, many ludicrous al- 
leged mistakes were made. One man 
who did not receive a uniform from the 
government, and who has a tailor’s re- 
ceipt for a suit made for him, was 
charged $15 like his comrades. Another 
soldier-who-donned..the uniform of :’a 
dead comrade*and«receiv no...other 
clothes had the same $15 to pay unless 
he-returned a uniform to the govern- 
ment. In the dead soldier’s account 
was a charge of $15 for a new suit 
which he never received. In other 
words, the government collected $30 for 
which nothing was given.

INSECTS A PEST. 


Nothing could more strikingly illus- 
trate the importance of little things 
than the large role which is now. at- 


tributed to the mosquitoin the othnology 
of some of the most serious and wide- 
spread diseases to which the human 
race is subject. It is truly said that 
what prevents the successful coloniza- 
tion of many tropical countries, and 
what throws the gréditest~obstacte-in 
the way of civilization and of good gov- 
ernment in the vast regions of Central 
Africa, is not climate, not distance from 
home and not unfriendlines on the part 
of the natives. The obstacle is malaria, 
and now we find that the prevalence of 
malaria, so far as man is concerned, 
depends upon the mosquito, and that 
this pestilent little insect, in addition 
to irritating and annoying, is the means 
by which-the poison of malaria is prop- 
agated and distributed . 

For years back botanists have known 
the important part played by birds in 
the seattering of seed and of insects in 
the distribution of the pollen of plants, 
and it seems not unlikely that patholo- 
gists will have to recognize in a much 
larger degree than has till lately been 
done the larger part.taken by the sub- 
ordinate forms of life by which we are 
surrounded—our cattle, our horses, our 
dogs ahd cats, our flies, our mosquitos, 
and perhaps even our fleas—in distrib- 
uting disease from®man to man and, as 
is stated in regard to the mosquito and 
malaria, in deciding whether the -ex- 
tension of our emnire over great areas 
of the globe's surface shall be possible 
or not.
